Gen, Halleck, direnting o fasion and  reorganiration 
of tho armies of Ohio and Kentucky. Gene. Buell

—President Lincoln's Emancipation Proclamation 
bas created much excitement at the Rebel capital, It 
ja intemperately denounced as contrary to the neues 
of civilized wurfuro and sn outrage on private prop- 
erty. So fur us we cun judgo by extracte from Rich- 
mond papers and the first day’s debute on the subject 
in Congress, the Rebels contemplate the raising of 
tho old death's bead and cross-boues flag of Cupt. 
Kidd, and tho indiecriminute slungbter of men, wo- 
men and children nan measure of retaliation. Thoy 
are just as mad as when they firat hoard of General 
Pope's subsistence orders; then they would hang 
every one of Pope's officers, sure; but after catebing 
40 or 50 of them, aud buving time to think it over, 
they paroled or exchanged them without 
the hanging, In Congress, o resolution bus 
been referred to a Cowmittee, that President 
Lincoln's uct “ ebould be beld ap to the execration of 
mankind, and conntenieted by kuch eevere retalia- 
tory measured na in tho judgment of the President 
may ba beet calculated to kecuro ite withdrawal or 
farreat its execution.” Inthe debate ou thie, Mr, 
Clark of Miseouri was iu favor offfleclaring overy 
citizen of the Southern Confedorucy # aoldier, nutbor- 
ized to pat to death overy mau caught on their soil 
fa arms against tho Government.

nou bold coutrol of the army.” The papora scom to 
anticipato a great effort on the part of tbe North 
very soon, and aro urging the most vigorous prepara- 
tions to rop@ll it, They are greatly disgusted with tho 
loyalty of Marylaud.

FROM THE ARMY OF THE POTOMAC 
Movement of Huruside’s Corys—Harper’s 
Kerry to Sharpaburg.—Discovery of 
Woended Union Soldicrs.—Fighting above 
Sharpsburg. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 
Bonxeipe’a Conrs, Thursday, Oct. 2, 1662, 

Before this letter can reach yon the movennt of 
Gon. Bornside's Corps will have been made and 
noted by tho aharp-eyed Robols across the Potomac, 
to that my stating the fot can in no wise give ivtel- 
ligence to tho enemy. Camp was broken to-day, 
and tho entire corps is now moving toward ‘ Plow 
sant Valley,” in Maryland, come four or five miles 
from Sandy Hook, Other changes in tho disposition 
of troops are being meade. What thoy portend—if, 
indeed, they portend anytbing—time will show. 
Gen. Burnside certainly has one of the beat corps in 
the field, and being himself an otficer of acknowledged 
ability and energy, there is no doubt bat he will, as 
herotofure, distingosh himeclf. 

L visited Sharpsburg yesterday, In oll my going 
from Hurper's Ferry I saw war, war, nothing but 
war, along the dusty road frequent pickets asked for 
pases. Everywhere were trains of army wagons, 
strings of mules, fast-riding officers and orderlies, 
wwenry coldiers resting by the way-tide, new recruits 
aud tien fresh from hospital, seeking their regiments. 
Geo. Burnside passed me, riding in a covered 
yyayon, toward bis pew camping ground, and eoon 
thereafter Gen, McClellan with bis staff and body- 
guard. Then from up the river came the dull ond 
distant roar of artillery, that told of a fight that 
waa going on some five milea from Sharpsburg, 
wwhere a force of artillery had crossed the river and 
enguged the enewy. 4 

‘The shattered village of Sharpsburg Jooked as dis: 

mal and jomelces as ever. (How can there be homes 
where strange soldiers ond strange wagons fill the 
sirceta with dust, noise, and contusion, and where 
overy house bos been “open-worked”” by cannon 
balla?) An open place on the crest of the hill juat 
north of the villsge was pointed out to me, which 
bad been cleared by our forces on Tharaday momming, 
the 15th, for the parpose of cetablishing a temporary 
sigoal etation. ‘The point commands the village and 
‘Adjacent couatry completely, and the Rebel prioners 
say thut their Generals supposed a battery of vicge 
grins sas to be placed there, and that that idea was 
One principal canse of their sudden Jeave-taking of 
Maryland. A heavy battery at that point would 
certainly bave played havoc with everything hero 
and hereabont. 
On Monday, the 29th, three wwonnded men be- 
Jongg to the 118th (“Corn Exchango'’) Penusyl- 
yania Iteyiment were fonnd on the Virginia side “of 
the river, who had laia there since the fight of Sat- 
urday, tle 20th, baving been withont care or pro- 
visions, nnless they muy have had some small storo 
in thelr bayeraucke, for over cight days. They 
were brought to this eide in n boat, still alive, 
though very weak, aud spay pozeibly recover. War 
shows for liow astonishingly gronta period of time 
life may remain in a roan, oven under the most un- 
favorable circametances. 

Boime three or four thousand cavalry left the 
noighborhood of Sharpsburg yesterday morning to 
cross the river, 8 mentioned above, and firiog was 
heard all day.” Some wounded were brought into 
the village toward evening, and at an earlier hour 
a long string of ambulances parsed toward tho point, 
showing that there was at least the probability of a 
severe fight. ‘here havo Been constant balloon xe-
